tion. 

Insects are bad. This is un- 
doubtedly the most creepingest 
and crawlingest place on earth. 
Mosquitoes, flies, beetles, spi- 
ders, lizards, ants galore, snakes 
from angle worm size to 18 ft. 
and a variety of animals . I fail- 
eq to mention ti damnable ticks 
and leeches 

Monotony isn't a pest, but it is 
about as bad The lasting effects 
of its powers can make this place 
even more than the hell it ac- 
tually is’ ‘There is simply noth- 
ing to do for amusement.
